• SELDOM IN THE HISTORY of the College Theater 
do Drama Clubs reach such a peak of perfection as 
to be comparable in all respects to professional work 
of the first water. Yet Cue and Curtain’s presentation 
of “Elizabeth the Queen" last Friday night was at 
least that, if not more. For the first time in several 
seasons, Floyd L. Sparks’ group did a truly first-rate, 
wholly palatable, unquestionably masterful Job. 

Top honors go to Cay Knockey, whose brilliant 
Interpretation of Queen Elizabeth was dynamic and 
forceful and at the same time tender and sympathetic. 

To be handed a role in an Anderson play, which almost 
always means speeches of unusual length, and to be 
required to play a red-headed, ugly, tempestuous old 
queen madly in love with a young noble, was consid- 
ered so difficult as to require the professional com- 
pany to obtain the services of no less a person than 
Lynn Fontanne. ? v 

Cay Knockey was Elizabeth incarnate. 

Well handled also, were the performances turned 
in by Frank Falkenhainer as Essex, Lt. Bob Holmes 
as Cecil, John McClure as Raleigh, Don Balfour as the 
Fool and Phyllis Westwood as Penelope. 

The greatest improvement over the previous shows 
was to be found in the design of the sets. Sparks was 
indeed fortunate in obtaining the services of so 
capable a technician and artist as Ray Tallman. 

The beauty of the sets and costumes was so striking 
as to cause spontaneous applause from Friday night’s 
audience as the curtain opened for the third scene 
of the second act. The oh’s and ah’s that greeted the 
opening were reminiscent of the reactions of spec- 
tators at the Monument Grounds during the pre-war 
4th of July fireworks display. 

This is the first time in the recent history of Cue 
and Curtain that Floyd L. Sparks has had an oppor- 
tunity to devote most of his time to play direction. 

On other shows he was a one man gang as he di- 
rected, produced, designed, coached, painted, con- 
structed, and advised. It is only just that he be given 
a major portion of the credit for the success of last 
Friday’s performance. For the first time he was given 
a real opportunity to show what he could do as a 
director (he was not hired as a designer or stage- 
hand), and he produced in a manner equal to if not 
better than the finest traditions and performances of 
the College theater.

We listened very attentively, and as 
nearly as we can remember he promised that the place 
would definitely reopen, but couldn’t possibly hazard 
a guess as to when. 

He took us on a tour of the partly rejuvenated 
downstairs lounge, and exhibited the ink-stained -rugs 
and shoddy furniture. The slip-covers, he explained 
were so messy they had to be sent out and laundered. 

Honestly, the place looked nicer, neater, and 
cleaner than we have ever seen it before. If it’s kept 
locked up like a masoleum, It’ll keep its bloom forever. 

Then he said that actually, only about half a dozen 
students had been using the place. That they had 
made lt a sort of hangout, and had misused the facil- 
ities consistently. y . 

We disagreed, and when he asked us to name 
more than six people we couldn’t. It’s tough enough 
getting students to express their opinions in this 
University, but even tougher to compile any sort of 
a list of names. 

But, we still think that more than six people used 
It before lt was closed, and still think that lots more 
than six would use it if lt were reopened now. 

But, this is another losing battle. Our few words 
will not cause the reopening of Columbian House, nor 
will they make any Administrator in this University 
change his plans or methods. - 

All we can do now is hope that enough students 
will complain to the Business Office. Nessell said he 
hadn’t had one complaint and therefore (by an amaz- 
ing process of deduction) the students couldn’t be 
missing the use of the place. 

Perhaps if more than half a dozen raise their 
voices in objection it may hasten the reopening. 

If not, all we can do is sit and wait until the place 
Is made available to all of the student body, and we 
have no word as to when that will be. 

We hate to think that the only cool, shady spot 
during Ote very, very, hot Washington summer might 
be closed until it can be redecorated, or until next 
fall, or maybe until after Japagls defeated.
